EPARATE PEACE 
NOT FOR AUSTRIA. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND 
VIENNA, Sept. 7 (via Berlin to 


London, Sept. 10, 4 p.m)—In a 


thoroughly frank manner the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Baron Stephen Burian von 
Rajecz, discussed @day in an inter- 
view with the correspondent of the 
Associated Press the position of the 
dual monarchy in the world war. 


Which, he said, had been erroneous- 
ly characterized by enemies and cer- 
tain neutrals as unsatisfactory. 
“Austria-Hungary is far from ly- 
ing down, as hoped by some,” said 
the Minister in a tone carrying con- 
viction, “It is true we would hail 
peace with joy, but not the sort of 
peace our enemies would impose. 
So long as we have to defend our- 
selves against those who want to 
take part of our territory we natur- 
ally are unwilling to discuss peace 
and so long we also are determined 
to hold out and win. The thought 
that we are eager for peace on any 
terms originates probably in minds 
heping that such will become the 


MINISTER QUOTED. 

The Minister then reviewed the 
situation prior to Rumania’s decia- 
ration of war, and said: 

“We offered Rumania_no terri- 
torial concessions at any time after 
having discovered in the case of 
Italy that the world was likely to 
mistake our reasonable attitude for 
weakness. Nor were we ever taken by 
surprise by Rumania. What did fool 
us was that Rumania made up her 
— quickly. We knew in June, 
after the setting in of the latest Rus- 
sian offensive, that Rome and Brati- 
ano (the Rumanian Premier) had 
made a definite bargain. We also 
knew that Rumania was not quite 
ready toward the end of August. 

“For all that, our military au- 
thorities made all possible prepara- 
tions, which did not consist, as has 
been believed, in holding the moun- 
tain summits and passes along the 
Rumanian border, but which con- 
sisted in the establishment of the 
line of defense now occupied by our 
treops. Contrary to the general im- 
pression, the falling back of our 
troops has been of no advantage to 
the Rumanians,. which fact has 
finally dawned on the Rumanian 
military commanders, since they 
have become very cautious recently. 

“The military field is not my de- 
partment. I know that Rumania‘’s 
action was no surprise, despite the 
fact that the Rumanhian diplomats 
lied to me constantly. Toward the 
last their became too 
fervent and their lying too patently 
obvious; so I reached the conclusion 
that trouble was not far off. Whether 
the declaration of war was due on 
Sunday or Tuesday I do not know. 
But I felt it was due, because in ad- 
dition, the reports from Bucharest 
indicated that the Russian pressure 
was getting more severe each day, 
the Entente governments wanting to 


be- add to the weight of their own futile 


offensives in the east and west and 
Saloniki, the great impression the 
war declaration was expected to 
make, but did, in reality, not make, 
because we were ready for it.
